You are on the course, and just in time to see the first “ sight” 
of the day. The Queen, with her guests and suite, in nine royal 
carriages, is coming up the course, after emerging from the distant 
forest. A faint cheer announces that the brilliant cortége has 
reached one end of the line of spectators. The royal postillions 
slacken their pace, that Victoria may be seen and greeted by her 
subjects. The welcome shout increases in volume, and as the 
royal barouche nears the stand, the pent-up joy of the assembled 
crowd bursts from ten thousand throats in one enthusiastic vigorous 
cheer. The Queen is in her own special stand, The business of 
the day commences. Each race is the signal for emotion, more 
or less subdued out of respect to the Presence, but the vase given 
by Majesty itself excites by far the greatest amount of interest. 
It is the royal recognition of the utility and interest of the sports 
of the turf; yet even the combined ebullitions of loyalty and de- 
light do not crown the triumphs of John Day with such sounds as 
are heard when a “ Cossack” is landed for the Derby. The aris- 
tocratic atmosphere of Ascot represses every tendency to a 
natural outburst of hilarity. Between each race there is much 
promenading —a little champagne popping— some serene betting, 
and very gentle gossiping ;: but nothing — absolutely nothing — 
that speaks of the loosened jollity of an English multitude.

imperfectly sketched, is Ascot —a scene of patrician enjoyment, 
marked by the unruffled evenness of patrician character, 

The weather this year has been glorious ; the attendance on 
the course numerous and distinguished, The presence of several 
foreign princes has lent additional grace and attraction to the 
scene; and it is not the least of the gratifying features of the 
meeting that the son of the munificent Emperor of Russia, who 
has contributed so imperially to the Thursday sport, has been 
present at the running for the superb piece of plate of which 
we offer a drawing. This splendid work of art, manufactured by 
Messrs. Hunt and Roskill, may be thus described:— It is in 
the gorgeous style of Louis XIV.; it is nearly four feet high, of 
pure bright silver enriched with gilding, and having on the body, 
or most projecting parts of the bowl of the cup, subjects in alti 
relievi, One of these subjects represents a critical moment at the 
battle of Pultowa, in which Charles XIL, of Sweden, was de- 
feated by the Czar, Peter the Great, and the establishment of the 
empire and power of Russia secured. The other subject repre- 
sents Peter the Great saving the shipwrecked soldiers on the 
river Neva, the last public act of the celebrated man commemo- 
rated, and one of the many of his eventful life. On that occasion 
his exertions brought on a fever which terminated in his death, 
Both these subjects are well treated, and each forms a splendid 
miniature representation of a great historical event. The vase is 
also decorated on the base with bassi relievi, one of which repre- 
sents the palace of Peterhoff, and the other the palace of Gut- 
chino, The legend engraved on another part of the base is the 
same as that on the Emperor’s vase of last year, stating by whom

ASCOT HEATH RACES, 

The meeting this year commenced under very favourable auspices, 
The announcement some days before that her Majesty would honour 
the races with her company, was received with great delight by all 
classes, The alterations in the vicinity of the prand stand, and the 
preparations for the reception of the court, received general and de- 
served admiration. In every respect, the arrangements in connec- 
tion with the racing were distinguished by liberality and good taste ; 
and they were carried out in a business-like and satisfactory manner, 
Having said thus much of the general prospects of the meeting, we 
have now to say that the promised visit of the Queen, the Prince 
Consort, and their illustrious visitors, in anticipation of which a large 
and respectable company was assembled on the heath, took place on

THE COUNTRY. 


Dincor. — On Saturday last, Bishop Philpotts left Paddington by 
express train for Exeter. When they had proceeded as far as Mai- 
denhead, some of the passengers were alarmed by a smell of fire. At 
first it was thought that an axle had been overheated, but as the smell 
increased, the apprehensions of the passengers became greatly 
heightened, for the train would not stop till it got to Didcot, and the 
rapid pace at which the express train travels would cause any fire to 
burn with great rapidity. They contrived to arouse the attention of 
the guard, who, at the risk of his life, got along the carriage to the 
engine, which was immediately stopped. The train was examined, 
and it was discovered that an axle had broken, and that the friction of 
one of the broken parts against the bottom of the carriage had set 
fire to it. All parties were thankful for their preservation, and afier 
a short detention the train proceeded. 

KipperMinster.—A murder was committed in this town on Sun- 
day morning, on a brewer hamed Phillpotts. ‘Ihe murderer isa 
journeyman ironmonger named Lloyd. The deceased and prisoner 
had been drinking at several public-houses, and bad quarrelled. 
When they were going home, Lloyd aimed a blow at Phillpotts with 
a clasp knife, severing the windpipe. A surgeon was immediately in 
attendance, but life was extinct. The prisoner was apprehended, and 
is now in custody. 

Oxroxp.—On Monday afternoon, Mr. J. Stilwell and Mr. C. 
Sewell, in company with three others, went in a four-oared boat to 
Nuneham, After some little time, Stilwell and Sewell went bathing 
in a part of the river Isis, They had not been long in the water 
when Mr. Sewell, who could not swim, got out of his depth and cried 
for help. Mr. Stilwell immediately went to his assistance, and suc- 
ceeded in getting Mr. Sewell on his back, and while endeavouring to 
reach the bank both went down together. Mr. A. Joy, one of the 
party, threw off his coat, and jumped into the water, and succeeded 
in getting hold of Mr. Sewell by the hair of his head, but became sq 
much exhausted, that he could not maintain his hold, The bodies 
were soon afterwards found, but life was quite extinct. The next 
day inquests were held, and a verdict of “ Accidental death” was 
returned. The jury spoke in terms of approbation of the conduct of 
Mr. Joy. 

Wican.—A coal-pit accident occurred on Saturday last, at the 
Mountain Mine colliery, situated nearly midway between Chorley 
and Wigan. Six persons were working ‘a vein of coal about thirty 
yards from the bottom of the shaft, when, a large piece of rock, several 
tons weight, fell from the roof, burying them underneath, Some 
other workmen in the mines, discovering their situation, immediately 
set to work to liberate the sufferers. Two men and two boys were 
ken out quite dead, and the two others much injured, but not 
killed. 

Sussex.—On Monday night, as the down train of the Brighton 
and Portsmouth Railway was passing Bosham, the carriage got off 
the line, and the coupling-chain breaking, the engine was precipitated 
down the embankment, killing the engineer, and injuring the stoker, 
The passengers escaped unharmed, 

Yorksuine.—A fine full-shot ear of wheat of the current growth 
was exhibited in the Leeds corn market on Monday, by a corn 


‘dealer, who had gathered it on a previous day at a short distance 


from Leeds. 

Duprey. — The bridge, built by the Oxford and Wolverhampton 
Railway Company, under the turnpike road, near to the entrance of 
the Dudley tunnel, fell a few days ago with a great crash, Some 
boys were standing upon the part a few minutes before, but a man 
being near and seeing the brickwork giving way, warned them off the 
bridge, and immediately afterwards it fell in. The damage already 
done is very considerable ; it is said that it will take at least 1000/. to 
repairit. Be it as it may, the whole expense will have to fall upon 
the company, their engineer having certitied the work as complete, 

Witton, — On Sunday night the inhabitants were greatly alarmed 
at hearing the cry of fire. As soon as possible the engines were at 
the scene of devastation, and a large assemblage of labourers soon 
assisted in putting a stop to the awfully spreading destroyer. Un. 
happily, their efforts were of but little effect until the engines from 
Salisbury were brought. The spot where the destruction was spread- 
ing was a row of dwellings called Burton's Ball, three of which 
were destroyed. By three o’clock the burning pile was a heap of 
smouldering ruins, but the property destroyed has not been 
ascertained. 

Noawicn.—Last week a melancholy accident occutred at West 
Somerton, Norfolk, on the estate of Mr. J, Hume, M. P. . Several 
children were returning from school when they met with a lad of the 
name of Kemp, with whom they went to a pit in the neighbourhood, 
where there was a quantity of martens, to get their eggs. Kemp, 
who is about fifteen years of age, placed himself on the brow of the 
pit, with one or two of the children in such a position that by leaning 
downwards they could reach and get the! eggs out of the holes of the 
earth, the other children being below to receive the eggs. Suddenly 
a large quantity of earth gave way, and nearly all the children were 
buried under it. A child named John Turner, about eight years of 
age, was killed on the spot; his little brother, about six, is very 
much injured, and now lies in considerable danger. A great many 
other children were much injured; some with their legs and arms 
and collar bones broken, and’ ankies dislocated, and otherwise dread- 
fully bruised. Kemp's arm was broken, his leg bruised, and his 
shoulder dislocated. The village was a scene of confusion and dis- 
tress, as it was some time before the extent of the accident could be 
ascertained. Mr. Pilgrim, the Norfolk coroner, bas since held an 
inquest on the body of the child who was killed on the spot. Several 
witnesses were examined, and the parents of the children proved that 
in their opinion there was no blame attached to any person. It was 
considered the boy Kemp merely took the children to the pit with a 
view of pleasing them, and without thinking there was any danger.

Luton, from the belief of a rumour 
that the Queen had ordered all! children under five years old to be 
put to death, if the scarcity of Provisions continued. One poor 
woman was seen to weep bitterly at the contemplation of the pro- 
bable calamity. 

Oxroxpsuine.— From the very large" quantity of game preserved 
on the, Duke of Marlborough’s estate at Blenheim, some of the corn 
growing land in the locality will not produce a bushel of corn to 
the acre. His grace has some hundreds of acres of arable land in bis 
occupation now unproductive, and which has not this season been 
cultivated, 

Winpsor.—On Wednesday, while the waoler, Mr. Sims, was at tea 
with his family, two prisoners, named ‘Ireland and Saunders, who 
were undergoing their terms of imprisonment for larcenies, and who 
were to have been once privately flooged managed to effect their 
escape, by dragging out the iron bars of Nhe window of the prison 
day-room, and getting clear away. They carried off a suit of clothes 
belonging to the gaoler and other property. 

Brisror,— On Tuesday night information was brought to the 
station-house of the Clifton division of our police, that a woman 
named Skinner had been killed by her husband, he having thrown 
her from the third story window of the house in which they resided 
in Limekiln Lane. Upon inquiry it was ascertained that a woman 
had met with her death under circumstances which left too much 
reason to believe that it took place in the manner described. 

Preston.—On Saturday night the mill belonging to Mr. Bashall, 
at Preston, was found to be on fire, and notwithstanding all’ the 
efforts of the firemen, who were quickly on the spot, the flames ob- 
tained so completely the possession of the premises that it was im- 
possible to subdue them, and the whole mill, which consisted of four 
stories, was reduced to a mass of blackened ruins. It required the 
utmost exertions to a late hour on Sunday morning to preserve the 
adjoining property. The factory had stopped working some days 
previously, and the origin of the fire cannot be accounted for. 

_SEETCHLEY, — A shocking occurrence happened on the railway at 
Norton, near the Worcester station, on Wednesday evening, by which 
it is feared two lives will be sacrifie. d. Farce saan employed on the 
works lay down upon the rails and actually went to sleep, ind in that 
position, a lugzage train coming up one of them, nim dJuhn Tovey, 


was killed on the Spot, and anotoaer is so Severely injured that it 1s 
doubtful whether he can recover, 
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Ricnzonoven. — We last week called attention to the interesting 
remains that told of the former occupation of Britain by the Ro- 
mans still existing at Richborough, and we gave an engraving of 
the ruins of the ancient fortress that stands on the line of the new 
Dover and Deal Railway near this place. During the operations 
consequent on the formation of the line, numerous relics of the 
legions that formerly garrisoned Richborough have been brought to 
lignt. Amongst other things, large quantities of Roman pottery, 
beautiful in shape and pattern, and having the name (in several in- 
stances) of the manufacturer stamped upon their fragment, were 
continually being unearthed as the pick or spade brought down por- 
tions of the soil; and, as large masses of the sandy cliff continued 
to be loosened by those athletic levellers and disturbers of ail time- 
honoured remains, many other curious articles were found. Some. 
what to the left of the cliff, the foundation of a Roman bath was dis- 
covered, the large stones at the entrance of which it took the united 
strength of half a dozen navigators, for some time, with the aid of 
crow and lever, to heave out of their beds; whilst the solid masonry 
around was so hard that a workman might almost have carried home 
in his cap at night all the fragments his pick had struck off during 
the day. Several coins, a small portion of Roman armour, and the 
head of an axe of very curious form, were amongst the articles un- 
earthed by the excavators on this occasion. Had it not been for the 
industry thus displayed in their preservation, the spades and picks of 
the sturdy navigators would have dashed in fragments every me- 
mento of the magnificent Romans turned up on this most interest- 
ing spot — Richborough, the Rutupia, or Urba Rutupina of the 
Romans, being the first and most considerable station of the Roman 
legions in Britain, the chief port from which they communicated

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IRELAND. 


Dunrrx,—The Old Ireland party met in special committee on 
Monday afternoon, for the purpose “of taking the most effective 
measures for vigorously advancing the cause of repeal.” A recon- 
ciliation will at no distant day, it is said, be patched up between the 
rival factions; and it is probable that certain genilemen will, for ob- 
vious reasons, be less constant in their attendance in the purlieus of 
Dublin Castle. Much stranger events have come to pass, and the 
organ of Young Ireland, in its last number, evidently leans towards 
this consummation. ‘The great question is, %“ Who is to be the 
leader?” 

STATE oF THE Country. — The accounts respecting the sanitary 
state of the country continue to be uniformly painful. Fever is in- 
creasing everywhere. In Sligo the disease in one day last week 
swept off no less than six victims out of a single street. There are 
188 patients in the hospital at the workhouse at Galway, all, with very 
few exceptions, suflering under fever and dysentery. 

The circuits have been postponed with reference, as we under- 
stand, to the prevalence of fever throughout the country, and 
2 compiiance with sundry memorials from the provinces to that 
effect, 

On Thursday last week a large body of the peasantry presented 
themselves before the magistrates at Grarrard, county Longford, 
representing their misery, and demanding employment in preference 
to relief. ‘Lhe magistrates, after some consultation, expressed some 
regret that they could not provide the people with employment, but 
the promised that they should have gratuitous relief. 

Extract of a letter from Limerick, dated 29th May, 1847: —“ The 
neighbourhood of Coolruss and Liskennet is in a frightful state of 
rebellion; armed assassins marching about from morning until 
night. On ‘Thursday, when I was at Coolruss, the wood on the hill 
was full of them, and the next day I saw them myself on the top of 
Knockfierna, It is ashame for the Government not to place the 
county under,the Insurrection Act.” 

Tur Porato Disrasz.—i1t would appear from the accounts re- 
ceived in Dublin, that the symptoms of disease observed in the potato 
plants are not general. There is no doubt of its existence; or, 
rather, the marks which indicated the disease last year, in the plants 
in the midland counties, in Armagh and Carlow. Th ere are no 
complaints of any consequence from the counties in the immediate 
vicinity of Dublin, viz. the metropolitan county itself, Wicklow, 
Kildare, and Meath. 

Mx. O’Conneti’s Witt. — It is said that the whole of the landed 
property in Kerry, including Derrynane Abbey, and the town resi- 
dence in Merrion Square, have been bequeathed to Mr. Maurice 
O'Connell, M.P. Mr. Daniel O'Connell, jun., is left 5,000/., being 
part of a policy of insurance effected upon the life of his father. The 
name of Mr. Morgan O'Connell, who is already handsomely pro- 
vided for in the Prerogative Court, is not, it ig added, mentioned in 
the will. “These ure the only items that have transpired, but as it is 
generally believed that there will be a tolerably heavy draw upon the 
funds of the insurance offices, consequent upon the death of Mr, 
O'Connell, it may be inferred that’ provision has been made for the 
other members of his numerous family. 
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BRITISH COLONIES AND DEPENDENCIES. 

Care or Goon Horr.—The latest dates from this colony are— 
Cape Town 4th of April, and Graham's ‘Town 30th March. Sir 
Henry Pottenger reached Fort Peddie on the evening of the 19th of 
March. A day or two after his arrival, Lieut. Jervois, R. E., was 
instructed to select the site for a post to be established at the mouth 
of the Buffalo river, On the afternoon of the 23d a long train of 
waggons, with a large supply of ammunition, stores, &c., were sent 
to the front. The commander-in-chief marched on the 25th with a 
detachment of troops and the new burgher levies in the direction of 
the Keiskamma. On the 28th he was at Wesleyville, nearly half- 
way between the Keiskamma and the Buffalo, and about ten miles 
from the sea. Capt. Napier, G.M.G., with a strong detachment, 
was moving down both banks of the Buffalo to form a junction with 
the patrol from the sea-coast, It was not expected that any imme- 
diate blow would be struck, but that supplies of all kinds would be 
collected at King William's Town (on the Buffalo, about thirty 
miles from its mouth), in order that, when operations were resumed, 
the forces might not be weakened by having to escort provisions from 
a distance. Great efforts were making to call out the Dutch 
burghers and the Hottentot and Fingo levies in force, A general 
impression prevailed that the arrangements in progress were part of 
a comprehensive plan to subdue the Kaffirs. About the 24th of 
March a predatory party of Kaffirs caused some commotion in the 
vicinity of Kaffirs' Drift, on the Great Fish River, within the British 
lines. They were, however, sharply pursued, dispersed, some of 
them killed, and most of the cattle retaken by the officer in com- 
mand of the post there, ‘The chief, Pato, was believed to have re- 
treated beyond the Kei. He had sent a message to the governor 
that; he was anxious for peace; but the reply was, that no terms 
would be offered, and that he must surrender unconditionally. Ma- 
como was at Fort Beaufort.. He had been for some time an inmate 
of the civilian hospital, and his medical adviser had found it neces- 
sary to restrict him to one bottle of brandy per diem. It was, how- 
ever, suspected that he contrived to obtain an extra half bottle daily 
by begging from strangers.: He was allowed to roam about the town 
at his pleasure, peeping into all corners. On the 24th of March he 
laid aside his blue and gold robes (sans shoes and stockings, but with 
an old shabby hat), which he wears in town, assumed the Kaflir 
karess, and made off in the direction of Block Drift, but was inter- 
cepted by some friendly Kaffirs, and brought back next day. Surely 
this depraved savage is not closc)y enough confined. The experi- 
ence of North America ought to have taught the Cape authorities 
that the savage chiefs who had contracted habits of intoxication we 
always the worst disposed, and that their drunkenne 
their power of doing mischief,

CARVING BY MACHINERY. 


In a recent number we gave some examples of wood carving pro- 
duced by Jordan's beautiful drilling machinery. Since that time we 
have received from several distinguished individuals requests that our 
subscribers might be presented, on the first suitable opportunity, 
with an illustration of the mode by which the very ingenious opera- 
tion of carving by machinery is effected. The publication of the 
above monument furnishing the desired opportunity, we have much 
pleasure in giving the required information. 

Jordan’s machines are extremely simple, consisting. of few parts, 
and being entirely free from jointed movements. The lower or 
horizontal part of the apparatus is a double railway ; one carriage or 
frame travels ona rail to and from the workman, and a second car- 
riage or table travels at right angles to the first movement, so that by 
combining their two movements, the workman can readily work the 
table in any direction he pleases. On this table is fixed the pattern, 
and as many pieces as can be carved at one time, the number being 
limited only by the relative size of the work and the table, 

The second or vertical part of the machine js totally unconnected 
with the first, and is composed of a strong bridge or girder fixed be- 
tween columns and across the centre of the lower railway. It car- 
ries a vertical slide, having a bottom bar, to which any required 
number of cutter mandrils may be attached; one of the mandrils js 
fixed exactly over the centre of each piece of work, and a tracer or 
feeler is similarly fixed over the pattern, The slightest pressure 
from the workman's foot on a treadle lifts this system of cutters and 
their tracers off the work, and by a pair of hand-wheels attached to 
the horizontal or “ floating-table,” he can move this about in any 
direction, so as to bring every part of the pattern under the tracer in 
succession, and by the time he has done this, the cutters which have 
necessarily been passing ‘over similar forms, and which have been 
spinning round all the time, at an enormous rate, by the power of 
steam, have each cut away all the superfluities of its own block, and 
each produced its own copy of the original pattern, — 

In this way, from four to six copies are produced simultaneously, 
and they are all so closely “bosted” as scarcely to require other 
finishing, if fixed at ten or twelve feet from the eye. Of course, any’ 
amount of finish can be given to the work afterwards by hand, with 
comparatively small labour; the time of the skilful artist is thus 
€conomised, and the beauty of the work may therefore be increased, 
while both the time and cost of production is greatly reduced. Seve- 
ral of these machines have been in use at the new Houses of Parlia- 
ment for the last eighteen months, and their efficiency cannot be 


better proved than by the splendid work which they have so greatly 
assisted in executing,

The species are principally North American, Monotropeæ stand 
in their systematic station as they grow in their native woods—lowly 
herbs among thickets of bushes and trees. Rhodoracez, once con- 
sidered as a distinct order, are chiefly North American; their flowers 
are less tubular than those of true Ericeæ, but their habit is not ma- 
terially different ; here the Azalea, the Kalmia, and the Rhododén- 
dron, the pride of European gardens, as they are of their native 
woods, find their station. The berries of Arctostaphylos tva-ursi 
are considered lithontriptic; its leaves have also been employed suc- 
cessfully in infusions in obstinate cases of gonorrhoea. Extract of 
Chimaphila umbellåta, in the form of pills, in doses of five scruples 
a day, has been found successful in cases of dropsy. Some of the 
species are possessed of narcotic qualities; this is the case with Lè- 
dum, Rododendron, Chrysanthum, and especially Azalea pontica, 
honey obtained from the juice of which is said by Zenophon to have 
caused the death of many soldiers in the famous retreat of the ten 
thousand. An infusion of Rhododendron maximum is used in 
America in cases of chronic rheumatism, and that of Rhododendron 
ponticum in Asia, against gout and rheumatism. Cuttings, layers, 
divisions, and sometimes by grafts, 

Mr. Waterer’s collection at Chelsea, consists of specimens of the 
hardy flowering shrubs reared in his extensive nursery grounds, at 
Knap Hill. He has confined the selection for the present exhibition. 
almost exclusively to rhododendrons and azaleas, of which the alba 
elegans, grandiflora, celestina, picta, multimaculatum, and two 
varieties of the catawbiense, appeared to us ‘as singularly beautiful,

There has been an 
heavy falls of rain at Lahore, by which the air 
has been cooled, and the climate improved, ‘I'he troops are petting 
comfortably housed, and seem contented, happy, and healthy. Sir 
John Littler has left for the Jullundhar Doab, on his way to Simlah;

council, with a salary of 10,0000. a-year. Goolab Singh has estab- 
lished a mouopoly of opium, tobacco, and spirits in Cashmere, and 
intimated that property of which the title is defective will be resumed 
by government.

We have seen, to the bitter experience of those engaged in trade, 
that when the reserve of notes has been a million and a half below 
this point, with what stern purpose the directors are obliged to 
refuse mercantile accommodation. 

But when it is considered that even with a reserve of notes or 
gold not issued upon, amounting to 4,400,0002, the establishment 
is liable to a call for public deposits of six millions, and of private 
deposits of upwards of eight millions, the directors are placed in a 
situation of liability which, when the subject becomes better un- 
derstood, it will surprise thoughtful men that a body of merchants, 
otherwise so respectable, would consent to occupy. We wonder 
that they have not long since publicly remonstrated against so 
false a position as that to which they have been brought by the 
monetary legislation of 1844, 

That we are not singular in our opinion of the alarming state of 
things to public and private credit, will appear by the following 
extracts from the city article of the “Morning Herald” of 
Wednesday : — 

“ The chief feature has been continued sales of the advertised 
“ Exchequer bills, which were sold from 2 dis. to2 pm. This is 
“precisely inverting the natural order of things, and seems to 
“ render it doubtful if the Chancellor of the Exchequer will not 
“ be called upon to pay a portion of them off in money.” 

« There is no change in the character of the discount market, 
“ but money is continuing to be less and less in demand daily, in 
consequence of the progressive contraction of business.” 

The only mode of relief to the Bank of England is to keep the 
trade of the country thus crippled, and to persist in denials of ac- 
commodation to any large extent. 'This will disable the merchants 
of the country confirming their orders for corn. What might hap- 
pen by a persistence in this course, can only be averted by the 
mercy of a superintending providence, 

It remains to be considered what will be the effect of depressing 
the trade of the country by a restriction of the wonted facilities 
afforded by banks, or by the granting of those facilities at a rate 
of interest far more than commensurate to the profits of trade — 
losses, bankruptcies, and suspended labours must ensue, and these 
combining with diminished employment on railways. “ Little 
work” and “dear bread” are dangerous conditions for those who 
depend upon wages for their daily support, and that of their fami- 
lies, in the manufacturing districts ; and we confess we look with 
the greatest dismay to the existence of this state of things ata 
moment when parliament is about to be dissolved, or when, per- 
haps, we are to be in the midst of a general election. 

One thing is certain, that when an election does take plac ¢ 
those engaged in trade, and whose property and profits have been 
impaired by a pernicious monetary system, and those who depend 
on the labour of their hands, and who possess the right of voting, 
will have themselves to blame if they do not make it the question 
on which they will hinge their support of any candidate — whe- 
ther he will positively pledge himself to vote for an immediate 
abandonment of the Act of 1844, and will insist upon an entire 
revision of our monetary system ? — whether he will use his ut- 
most exertions to obtain an equally “ free trade” in gold as in 
corn? The necessity of such a course will appear to any of our 
readers who reflect upon what Mr. Spooner, the member for 
Birmingham, so truthfully addressed to his constituents last week, 
We feel that we cannot better illustrate our former remarks 
than by furnishing this extract : — 

“I have carefully watched the measure since its enactment, 
I have attended to all the debates in parliament, and I can 
safely say that all has tended more to confirm my opinion, that the 
Bill of 1819 was a robbery upon the working classes of society 
(cheers); that it was unjust in principle (cheers); that it would 
be found impracticable ; and that nothing but a complete revision 
of that law could possibly secure to the labouring man that which 
ought to be the single object of legislation —a comfortable main- 
tenance to be attained by honest industry — (loud applause). 
And I will defy any Government, I will defy any sect of political 
economists, to give that labour its just reward while it is bound 
down by the iron law which was passed in the year 1819. But, 
sir, the question now is, what is to be the immediate measure of 
relief? And what are the facts of the case? There js corn In 
abundance abroad. I have it from the best possible authority, that 
in the ports of the Mediterranean, and especially America, there 
is more corn than you can possibly want. But it must be paid for. 
It was in progress of coming, and your gold was in progress of 
going out to pay for it; but your Bill of 1819 comes in danger. 
The Bill of 1844, which was to insure to you regularity of price 
and freedom from panic, which told Sir Robert Peel would 
fail in the hour of trial, has failed in producing the desired effect. 
The hour of trial has come, and the Bill of 1844 could not pre- 
vent distress, and panic in the money market. Then what was 
to be done? A consultation was held. The Bank of England 
was blamed, and for what? ‘That it did not sooner begin to 
restrict its issues, or, in other words, to put the screw upon your 
labour. The orders for corn which were sent out in July and 
August would not have been given, because the merchant would 
have perceived it to be impossible to raise the gold to pay for that 
corn. Why, sir, how do I know that? A friend of mine, a large 
exporter of gold for the purpose of paying for that corn, himself 
relanded a large quantity of gold during the pressure a few weeks 
ago, because he could not spare it to go to America. You are 
trying two antagonistic principles, They cannot co-exist, You 
want to retain your gold, and you want to procure corn, You 
cannot do it under any immediate pressure, You must let your 
gold go if you don’t mean to starve your people. I know per- 
fectly well that Mr. Huskisson stated, when he was advocating a 
return to cash payments, that ‘if there does come a great demand 
for corn — if it pleases God to afflict this country with famine, 
we must substitute something else.’ I agree with my worthy 
friend behind me, that now is not the time to arraign the Bill of 
1819. It was a most injurious measure. But the Bill of 1844 
was to correct the Bill of 1819; it was to make a pound always a 
pound. Let us show Sir Robert Peel that it has not worked that 
evenness in the money market which he affirmed it would, but 


test the soundness of the Bill of 1819.” 

A number of candidates are now in motion making speeches and 
issuing addresses, professing their warm attachment to “ Free 
Trade,” we recommend voters to be on their guard with these 
gentry, and at once to put them to the test, whether they will set 
gold as free as they have corn — whether they will emancipate 
the industrious classes as well as the manufacturers of (cotton? 
If they hesitate to declare their decided resolution to do this, they 
are hollow pretenders and are not to be trusted. Nine tenths of the 
country now see, that without “free trade in gold,” that which is 
called “free trade in corn” will prove a curse instead of the 
blessing which many expected, and which the advocates of one 
without the other promised them. Again, we recommend voters, 
and especially those connected with productive industry, not to 
allow themselves longer to be cajoled. 


THE “ TIMES” AND ROME, 


Mucu as we have observed the tergiversations of the conductors 
of the “ Times,” we were amazed on Saturday, in reading an 
article depreciating the public character of the late Mr.O’Connell, 
to find the following passage of concentrated Romanism, as insidu- 
ously written as the Jesuit pen could devise, but so alarming to 
our Protestant feelings, that we have looked around on the daily 
press for some becoming comment upon it, but in vain, Seeing 
that the “ Times” passed over suddenly from Tractarianism, which 
it had once espoused, to the opposite advocacy, we were the less 
prepared for indications which have recently appeared, and espe- 
cially for this extraordinary outbreak upon the cherished convic- 
tions of a Protestant state and a Protestant people.

% piety, learning, and genius, have lately wandered by the mazy 
“ path of a recondite theology to that forbidden shrine, Before 
“they knew themselves whither they were tending, they had 
“ brought a large body of followers to the very jaws of that defile 
“which they at last had the boldness and decision to pass. Why 
* did so few follow? Why was that movement, from which so 
“ much had? been confidently anticipated, confined to a few score 
“ of well educated persons? Why did the late Pope lament, as 
% he heard the position and attainments of each additional prose- 
“ lyte, ° It is not shepherds, but sheep that we want?’ We can 
“answer this question. Thousands in this country, from the 
“ bottom of their hearts, and from the depths of a bitter experi- 
“ence, will echo our reply. It was the fruits of Romanism— 
“ that fearful development which they saw in Ireland—that chiefly . 
“ deterred them from a creed so fatal to the virtues of honesty, 
“ decency, order, and truth, One look at Mr. Daniel O'Connell, 
“ the organiser of seditious multitudes, the foul reviler of every 
“ man or woman that stood in his way, the fabricator of the most 
“ flagrant untruths, the disturber of all social relations, the pro» 
“ miser of the most utter impostures—one look at him drove them 
“ from the shrine where faith might be sublimated, and devotion 
“inflamed, but morality might also be shipwrecked, It is the 
“ Trish character, the Irish movement, the language, the arts, the 
“ weapons, the measures of the Irish Roman Catholic Church, 
“ under the guidance of O’Connell, that has warned, dissuaded, 
“ terrified, and absolutely withheld, as with a strong hand, many 
“ thousand ardent and imaginative Churchmen from following the 
“ leader to Rome.” 

And so! there have been no impediments, says the Editor of 
the “ Times,” but the political example of Mr.JO’Connell, to deter 
“myriads of our sober, rational, and orderly fellow-countrymen from 
the communion of Rome,” as the ultimate Christian resort in this 
life. ‘Then what, we ask, becomes of all for which our forefathers 
bled, and died at the stake? They, poor, deluded men, the Mar- 
tyrs of old, failed to “ sublimate their faith, and inflame their 
devotion” at the Roman shrine,—they failed to see, centuries be- 
fore an agitator existed to disturb Ireland, that a higher devotion 
was to be found in Roman than in Protestant faith ~ they had 
not a right appreciation of transubstantiation — of the sacrifice of 
the mass—of the various other substitutes for the offices of our 
gracious Redeemer —of the Aoly influences of the confessional, 
They, forsooth, ought to have set an example since set by a “ New- 
man” and his followers, “ men of most distinguished piety, learn- 
ing, and genius ”—“ men who had the boldness and decision to pass 
to Rome ”—and not like Dr, Pusey and his followers, who are seen 
to be lingering and shivering on the brink — aye “on the 
very jaws of that defile,” which the Editor of the “ Times” inti- 
mates, had they the courage to pass, as to their proper home, they 
would go far, by the myriads, to empty the churches of England. 

The more we reflect on the whole of this extraordinary com- 
position — which we leave to the consideration of our readers as a 
salutary warning how they read— and consider that it is the ex- 
pression of a journal claiming to itself the character of the lead: 
ing public organ of a Protestant country, the more, we repeat it, 
are we astonished at the silence of the other members of the 
press. We know that it is the politic course of this organ, to 
watch carefully the tendency of public opinion, and the moment 
they see a turn in the popular mind, to place themselves on the 
topmost wave of that changed opinion, and to claim the credit 
of having produced it; but as much mistaken are the conductors 
of the “ Times ” in this instance as in their devotion to Bullionism, 
that incubus which has long oppressed the industrial energies of 
this great nation, they find in both these instances that they have 
calculated “ without their host,” They will eventually see them- 
selves most miserably mistaken. 

When we reflect upon the wisdom and power once mani- 
fested in the management of the “ Times” newspaper, and 
contrast it with the present exhibitions of blindness in its writers 
on the great social questions of the day, we are 
minded of the lines of Virgil, well remembere 
hood, in which the poet refers to Polyphemus; 
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Monstrum horrendum, informe, ingens, cui lumen ademptum,

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FINE ARTS, 

EQUESTRIAN PORTRAIT OF THE QUEEN BY COUNT D'ORSAY. 

It is somewhat surprising, that with Count D' Orsay’s high claims 
to distinction as a painter, tne praise bestowed upon his works should 
have been hitherto confined to the department of sculpture. He is 
seldom mentioned in contemporary criticisms as the author of any 
greater works than the exquisite statuettes of our political and 
military heroes, so many of which adorn the private galleries and 
residences of the nobility. Like Many great men he has risen in 
this respect to eminence unnoticed by the journalist, and envied b 
his brethren, But it has been cur good fortune to claim for him the 
reputation of a great painter, and itis now our duty to welcome him 
as the author of a picture, which, we are persuaded, neither sovereign, 
critic, hor people, will willingiy let die, ranking as it does with the 
noblest productions of Vandyke, But before describing it, let us 
first say a few words of the characteristics of the count’s style, 

lu considering his works, the principal quality that strikes an 
educated observer is the great mental energy displayed in the treat- 
ment of the figures, and the truthfulness and harmony of association 
exhibited in the accompaniments, Im all parts of his compositions 
the conclusions of a thinking mind, rich in discernment, and dra. 
matic in selection, are obvious, When we first approach his por- 
traitures we are struck with the extreme honesty of the representa- 
tion. ‘The painter is evidently a sworn foe to all the trickeries of 
art, and seeks to paint the character, rather than the mere outward 
lineaments of man. He appeals to our common sense, as well us to 
the povtry within us, and the answer is a work for the historian. 
This great quality, the power of seizing on the individuality of 
being, is wonderfully shown in the grand equestrian portrait of her 
Majesty, which has chailenped these remarks, In this picture, 
which js! now exhibiting et 121. Pall Mall, her Majesty is repre- 
sented in rich equestrian costume, seated ona noble horse, whose 
fiery spirit she gently curbs, as he courses her royally through the 
sylvan shades of Windsor, Inthe management of this difficuit sub. 
ject. the painter has shown the utmost adroitness in preserving the 
regal character of the Queen, an effect which the mean character of 
a riding habit has a direct tendency to destroy. This great point is 
achieved by the extreme grandeur of the background, and the dig- 
nified and benign expression given to the features of the majestic 
rider, No merely graceful witcheries of horsemanship are ate 
'terapted, she sits firmly, and rides boldly, she smiles too upon the 
next equestrian, but there is in all a look and air of self-reliance 
which speaks the queen, and tells that the lady rider is subject to 
none, The horse is drawn with great freedom and with a viyour of 
expression that strongly reminds us of the school of Rubens In- 
deed, since Vandyke's ‘state portrait of Charles I,, we believe that 
nothing equal to it has been produced.

The difficulties presented musical students by the characteristics of 
musical notation have long been a subject of complaint with -all who 
reasoned on the subject. That these difficulties were artificial and 
removable, seems to have been a settled conviction ; yet, strange to 
say, before the appearance of the sequential system, no earnest. and 
continued effort had been made to remedy the evil, and so reconstruct 
the science of music on a true, and consequently simple, basis, The 
Sequential System appeared first in 1843, and since then has been 
undergoing constant improvements, Mr, Wallbridge, the originator, 
now declares it to be complete, and ‘the “Singing Manual” and 
“ Exercises” are its first class books.

Prevention op Tyruus Fever, — Dr. J. C. Smith obtained 5ccol. 
from Parliament for the following receipt: — Take six drachms of 
powdered nitre (saitpetre) and six drachms of sulphuric acid (oil of 
vitriol); mix them in a tea-cup. By adding one drachm of the oil 
at atime, a copious discharge of nitrous acid gas will take place. 
The cup to be placed during the preparation on a hot hearth or a 
plate of heated iron, and the mixture stirred with a tobacco pipe, 
‘The quantity of gas may be regulated by lessening or increasing the 
quantity of ingredients. The above is for a moverate- sized room 3 
half the quantity would be sufficient for a small room, Avoid as 
much as possible breathing the gas when it first rises from the vessel.” 
No injury to the lungs will happen when the air is impregnated with 
the gas, which is called nitrous acid gas; and it cannot be too widely 
known that it possesses the property of preventing the spread of fever. 
— Dumfries Courier. s

butter, with huge particles of salt oozing from them like drops of hoar 
frost from a damp wall—cieese resemb:ing hard prepared bees’ wax, 
and tasteless and tough as leather—let the stranger, I repeat, imagine 
this galimatias of catables (he must not forget to add huge slices, not 
of crisp, but soddened toast), and he wiil know what sort of a break- 
fast or supper he may expect to find in Canada should he ever be in- 
duced to travel through it, Sometimes a fowl is added to what they 
pertinaciously insist upon calling “ supper,” if you partake of it after 
one o'clock in the day, but which you, baving only breakfasted, may 
incline to regard as your dinner; and this, if plainly roasted, is pass- 
able enough; but I confess that I never saw a piece of beef (for they 
have no joints, or mutton, or veal, placed on ove of those “ country 
inn” tables that was not smothe,ed in grease, and altogether most 
uninviting in appearance. — Eight Years in Canada, &c.

In treatises on venery and hunting, the technical term for the boar In the first 


year is “apig of the sounder ;” in the second, “a hog 3” in the third, a hog 
steer ;” and in the fourth, “ a boar,” 


Many of the forests in our own country were infested by wild boars. 
The Anglo-Saxons seem, from the rude frescoes and prints which are 
handed down to us, to have hunted this animal on foot with no other 
weapon but the boar-spear, and attended by powerful dogs; and appa- 
rently with such success, that at the Norman conquest William the First 
thought it necessary to make some strict laws for the preservation of the 
beast of the chace. The period for hunting the wild boar among the 
Anglo-Saxons was in September, Howel Dha, the celebrated Welsh 
lawgiver, gave permission to his chief huntsman to chase the boar from ' 
the middle of November until the end of December. 

The {precise Iperiod at which the wild boar became exterminated in 
England and Scotland cannot be correctly ascertained. Master John 
Gifford and William Twety, who lived in the reign of Edward IT., com- 
posed a book on the craft of hunting, part in verse and part in prose, and 
among the beasts mentioned as those hunted we find — 


“ To venery I cast me fyrst to go; 
Of whiche foure beasts there be ; that is to say, 
The hare, the herte, the wulfhe, the wildboor also.” 


In the time of Charles I. they had evidently been long extinct, for he, 
endeavoured to reintroduce them, and was at considerable expense in 
order to procure a wild boar and his mate from Germany. These are ' 
said to have been turned into the New Forest, where they propagated 
greatly. Certain it is that the breed CommonJy called “forest pigs” are 
very different from the true Hampshire, and have many of the charac- 
teristics of the wild boar. ` 

Throughout the whole of England the boar’s head was formerly a 
standard Christmas dish, served with many ceremonies, and ushered in 
by an ancient chorus, chanted by all present, the words of which are pre» 
served in ‘ Ritson’s Ancient Songs: ’’ — 


“ The bore's heed in hand bring I, 
With ‘ garlands’ gay and rosemary, 
I pray you all synge merily, 
Qui estis in convivio. 


The bore’s heed, I understande, 

Is the ‘ chefe’ servyce in the lande ; 

Loke where ever it be founde, 

Servite cum cantico. 

Be gladde, lordes, bothe more and lasse, 
For this hath ordeyned our stewarde, 
To chere you all this Christmasse, 
The bore’s heed with mustarde,”

wedding dinner” was served with “a wyld bore’s head gylt within a fayr 
platter.”

Curar Brean. — Mr. S. Brown, of Finedon, near Higham Fer- 
rers, has produced a bread which is in constant use on his farm. It 
is made of flour and mangel wurzel, in equal quantities, by weight, 
The mangel wurzel is pared, cut into slices, and boiled so as to mash 
well. The usual quantity of yeast must be used, and little or no 
water is required, It must stand some time after mixing, and then 
be baked as other. bread. The saving to families would be very 
great, the price of mangel wurzel being only a farthing per pound, 
Fifty per cent. at least would be saved by the use of this bread, which 
is excellent, F 

Tue Unireo Kincpow Arresian WATER Company. — It is pro- 
posed to supply London with pure water upon the principle of ar- 
tesian springs. It has been generally adopted on the continent, and 
the complete success which has hitherto attended every operation for 
the purpose, takes away from the proposed plan all character of ex- 
periment, and leaves no doubt of the feasibility and practicability of 
its application to this country, A constant supply of pure water is 
a desideratum, which, if secured, cannot otherwise. be looked upon 
than wiih feelings'of the greatest satisfaction. ‘The inhabitants of 
London especially would have much to be grateful for could this 
be effected, for it is incoutrovertible, that the diseases most pre- 
valent in the metropolis, if not actually engendered, are much aggra- 
vated by the impurity of the water the inhabitants are compelled to 
use. The supply from artesian wells will, on the contrary, be free 
from all contamination with the thousand and one sources of dis- 
gusting animal and vegetable refuse, surface water, or a great sewer 
terminus like the Thames must of necessity be exposed to, Sanitary 
reform will not be perfect unless particular attention is directed to 
the subject of artesian wells, as the source of the water supply of 
large towns; and in the present state of the question, when govern- 
ment exhibits such miserable indecision and vacilation, we are glad 
to observe that a public company has been formed to carry out the 
principle we have advocated. The United Kingdom Artesian Water

Loncevity or Orrers.—At the west end of Lochtreig, on the 
braes of Lochabar, there resides an aged shepherd, named Macpher- 
son, who, together with his ancestor, have served the same family 
nearly a century. Macpherson, having studied the habits of the wild 
fowl and beasis that frequent these alpine regions, relates, among 
many singular traits of their history, the following curious account of 
the extraordinary longevity of an otter:—In the year 1796, Macpher- 
son, in company with his brother, fired at and wounded an otter be- 
side a mountain stream ; the animal disappeared, and their persever- 
ance was baffled in finding its retreat. Many years after, Macpherson 
discovered by accident a lurking place of otters in a cavity of a rock 
which projects over the river, In the spring of 1846 he induced a 
gamekeeper to set his traps at the entrance of the otters’ den, and in 
a short time their iron grasp caught three. Between the skin and 
the body of the last taken, the keeper discovered several pieces of 
shot, or rather lead, the very same used by Macpherson and his bro- 
ther half a century before, fired from a Spainteach, or Spanish mus- 
ket, long ere patent shot or fowling-pieces of modern construction 
were known to the mountaineers of Lochabar. 

Farar Accinent.— At Guy's Hospital, Mr. W. Payne held an 
inquest on the boly of Mr. H; Sparrow, coffee-house keeper, of St. 
John Sireet, On the 19th ult., the deceased appointed to meet 
some friends at the Croydon station, London Bridge, to go by rail- 
way to Epsom. The crowd there was very great, and in order that 
he might the more easily discover his friends, he stood upon the wall, 
He had not stood there many minutes, when either from giddiness, 
or from the pushing of the crowd, he fell down into Tooley Street, 
a depth of more than thirty feet. He was taken to the hospital with 
several bones fraciured, and died there on Sunday morning. Verdict, 
“ Accidental death,” 

Farar Omnisus Accipenr. — Also at Guy's Hospital, on the 
body of Mr. Thomas Dunn, a teacher of music. On Friday the 
28th inst., the deceased was seated by the side of the driver of one 
of Balls omnibuses coming from Brixton to London. As the con- 
ductor was not with the omnibus, the driver had to look out for pas- 
sengers, aud while hailing a lady in Streatham Place, ran the wheel 
of the omnibus against a post by the roadside. ‘I'he omnibus was 
overturned, and the deceased and the driver thrown into the road. 

Che latter was not much hurt, but the former had his left leg broken 
in two places, and died on Saturday. Verdict, ” Accidental death.”
